The rebirth of Boston is proving to be The Shipyard portion of the Navy Yard 
one of the most exciting and triumphant is the largest and perhaps most dramatic piece 
undertakings of the twentieth century. And of all. Covering more than 58 acres of land,

opment of the Charlestown Navy Yard. in excess of $200 million when complete. 


Charged with historical significance, 
the Navy Yard is the place that built, launched, 
and refitted hundreds of ships, that played 
a yeoman’s role in World War I, and that is 
home to the U.S.S. Constitution, the oldest 
flagship of the United States Navy anda 
symbol of fortitude for the nation. 


Situated at water’s edge, The Shipyard 
with its commanding views of the harbor 
and the Boston skyline is an integral part of 
Boston’s waterfront revival—the waterfront 
that was once at the heart of the city’s trade 
but is now its residential, recreational and 
commercial showcase. 


Charlestown 
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The Master Plan: A City within the City 


The Shipyard is the largest single devel- 
opment parcel within the Navy Yard com- 
plex. When complete, in the early 1990’s, it 
will consist of more than 1,200 apartment 
and condominium units, a yacht club and 
marina, plus retail and commercial uses. 
Among The Shipyard’s neighbors are the 
U.S.S. Constitution, the Boston Marine 
Society, Shipyard Park, and a series of 
dynamic development projects including the 
large Historic Monument Area immediately 
to the north of The Shipyard 

The twelve phases of The Shipyard 
development are illustrated below as well 
as pinpointed on the map on the facing 
page. 


Each phase is accompanied with a 
sketch and a brief description, and the phases 
are as follows: 


2. The Shipyard Marina 
and Yacht Club—Phase I 
The Shipyard Marina and Yacht Club 
enjoy a magnificent location on a rehabili- 
tated pier that juts out into Boston Harbor. 


the marina will contain 150 slips each with 
hookups for water, telephone and electricity, 
and the yacht club will provide basic laundry, 
bath, and ship’s store facilities.

This 367-unit rental complex wascom- 9°“) a hs 
pleted in 1981 and offers a variety of dramatic . 
one-, two-, and three-floor apartments. The 
property contains a swimming pool, a large 
parking garage, and dramatic atriums within 
each building that soar to the roof and that are 
graced with dynamic contemporary art. This 
luxury complex is adjacent to Shipyard Park 
which was completed by the C ity of Boston. 

Originally used as fabricating facilities 
and ships’ foundries, the group of buildings 
that comprises the Constitution Quarters 
complex spans several generations and offers 
varied architectural treatments. Yet the 
warmth and livability of the property is a testi- 
mony to the success of ‘adaptive re-use’”’. 


3. Titers Quarters 


This large impressive building is 
adjacent to Constitution Quarters and is at 


Immediately south of Constitution Quarters,

F ormerly used as 
naval laboratories, the structure is being 
converted to 150 luxury condominium units 
and townhouses. 


4.&5. Constitution Wharf 
and Constellation Wharf

6. & 7. ‘The Ane 
and The Wheelhouse 


Resulting from the rehabilitation of two 
nineteenth century brick and granite struc- 
tures, these residential apartment units will be 
targeted essentially toward the elderly and 
retirement markets. The 165 apartment 
units are being built within buildings that 
were once used as boiler shops and sheet 
metal shops. 


8. The Shipyard Marina— 
Phases II & II 


To the north of Constellation Wharf, 
Phases IT and III of The Shipyard Marina will 
provide slips for approximately 400 yachts 
and pleasure craft. Depending on the general 
progress of the entire development, these 
phases could go forward simultaneously. This 
section of the marina will offer the same high 
standard of service that is being provided in 
Phase I. 

The marina is a sheltered, ice-free 
facility that is literally within walking distance 
of downtown Boston, and the single-loaded 
dock system with four-way tie-up makes it 
one of the safest and most modern to be found 
in the Boston area. 

Perfect for those residents of The Ship- 
yard who love the water, the Shipyard Marina 
will doubtless become a port of call for 
coastal sailors. When approaching the Shipyard 
by sea, consult NOAA Chart 13272, latitude 
42°22’ north, longitude 71°02.7' west. 


9. The Shipways 


To be built on the massive ship building 
ramps in the mid-section of The Shipyard, this 
project will be all new construction and will 
feature stepped terraces which will provide 
the residents with unparalleled views of the 
area. To be developed as condominiums, 
the complex will contain a total of 60 
residential units. 
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10. & 11. The Chandlery and 
Chandlery Mews 


The Chandlery is to be a 380-unit mid- 
rise condominium development of all-new 
construction that will contain a beautifully 
landscaped and terraced plaza at ground 
level. The majority of units will look out 
across the harbor. And at water’s edge is 
Chandlery Mews, a row of 20 contemporary 
townhouse condominiums that will be within 
steps of the marina. 


12. The Mooring 


The Mooring will occupy a large tract 
of land at the northeast corner of The Ship- 
yard. It will be surrounded by open spaces 
and will have the most panoramic views to 
be found within The Shipyard. Built totally 
new, this superb site will feature dramatic 
design treatment. The Mooring will repre- 
sent the culmination of the entire Shipyard 
development.

A Sense of History 


The Boston Naval Shipyard at Charles- 
town was commissioned in 1800 during 
John Adams’ presidency as a cornerstone in 
the nation’s naval defense system. The site 
for the Navy Yard was chosen because it had 
already been used for shipbuilding and repair 
both before and during the Revolution. Over 
the centuries the yard produced everything 
from wooden frigates to steel destroyers 
including humbler vessels such as tugs, trans- 
ports, oilers, and LST’s. The peak came 
during World War II when there were more 
than 50,000 workers in the yard, and a record 
for shipbuilding was set in 1943 when more 
ships were produced at the facility than at any 
other in the country. 

Three years before the Navy Yard was 
commissioned, the keel was being laid for the 
U.S.S. Constitution just across the harbor in 
the North End. Along with the Statue of Lib- 
erty and the Lincoln Memorial this handsome 
black and white ship has become a symbol to 
the nation. Beginning with her victories over 
the Barbary Pirates off Tripoli, the Constitu- 
tion was successful in all of her hostile engage- 
ments and never once were her oak sides 
pierced by enemy gunfire. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, that redoubtable Bostonian, 
enhanced her aura when he wrote ‘Old 
Ironsides”’ a poem intended to rouse popular 
support when it had become likely that she 
would be scrapped. 

The original plan for the Navy Yard 
was drawn up by Alexander Parris, one of 
Boston’s and the country’s ablest architects 
among whose credits are the market buildings 
at Faneuil Hall. 

The Navy Yard closed in 1974, but a 
number of strong interest groups had been 
quick to intervene on its behalf. The City of 
Boston targeted most of the yard for rede- 
velopment, and the remaining portion was 
declared a National Historical Park by the 
United States government to be cared for by 
the National Park Service. And Congress 
mandated that the park be the permanent 
resting place of the U.S.S. Constitution as a 
place of honor for the oldest commissioned 
warship in the world.

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Boston, with its sense of history, enor- 
mous cultural resources, and dynamic entre- 
preneurial spirit, is considered to be the most 
livable of American cities. 

Looking out across the Atlantic and 
filled with great universities, cultural institu- 
tions, and historic landmarks Boston manages 
to balance its dynamic commercial and finan- 
cial assets with a wealth of charms. Few Ameri- 
can cities have such public places and natural 
attributes that can match the Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ketplace, the Esplanade along the Charles, the 
Boston Gardens and Common, Beacon Hill 
with its gold-domed Statehouse, and a dozen 
graceful churches. . . and at the same time the 
Prudential and Hancock Towers, the Christian 
Science Center and the Federal Reserve, along 
with the banking and commercial towers that 
crowd the financial district. And just across the 
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America’s Most Dynamic and Livable City 


Charles River, two of the greatest universities in 
the world, Harvard and M.LT. 

Boston is a city built ona human scale 
and yet, despite its smallness, is one of the 
financial capitals of the world. And all the 
while, this small, beautiful city continues to 
blossom and change. Major developments cur- 
rently underway or in the planning stages 
include Copley Place, Park Plaza, and Lafayette 
Place, but it is perhaps the waterfront that 
has come most imaginatively alive with exciting 
projects such as Boston and Russia Wharts, 
Harbor Towers, the Marriott Waterfront 
Hotel, the Fish Pier, Union Wharf, the Faneuil 
Hall Marketplace and, of course, The Shipyard. 

Boston as experienced from The Ship- 
yard is perhaps the best of all possible Bostons. 
From almost any point one has a view of the 
harbor filled with tugs, tankers, yachts and 
freighters, and the thin white spire of the Old 
North Church punctuating the Boston Skyline. 

Perhaps in no American city is there a 
location that is so close to such an intense vari- 
ety of cultural, recreational, and aesthetic 
resources as that of The Shipyard. Within a few 
minutes of the site are the shops and restau- 
rants of the Faneuil Hall Marketplace; the 
shopping, financial and theatre districts

and the museums, symphony and Harvard 
Square. 

Given its natural attributes, scale, and 
inherent charm The Shipyard will doubtless 
become one of the most livable environments 
in America’s most livable city. 


The Master Developer

ICOS is an international construction 
company specializing in building massive under- 
ground structures. The company built the 
foundations for such commercial enterprises as 
New York’s World Trade Center and Hong 
Kong’s New World Centre as well as ngs gee 
public works projects that have included 
reservoirs and harbor works throughout 
Europe, energy plants and subways in North 
and South ncrica, and dams and water 
distribution systems in Africa and Asia. 

Many of the individual phases within 
The Shipyard are being developed exclusively 
by the Master vending but because of the 
complexity of the project and the need for 
responsive and orderly development, certain 
phases are to be developed in joint venture 
partnerships with other development 
and construction entities. 

The key to the entire development 
process has been close co-operation with sev- 
eral agencies and organizations including the 
National Park Service, the United States Navy, 
the Government Services Administration, the 
City of Boston, and, most notably, the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority whose design and 
planning skills have set the stage for the Master 
Developer’s financial, technical and profes- 
sional expertise.
